COUNTING THE PEOPLE. 
Some of the Inquiries to Be Made 
by the Census Kaumerators is 
June. 

The Eleventh Census of the United 
States will be taken during the month 
of June. The census enumerators will 
begin their work on Monday, Juce 24, 
and will visit every house and ask 
questions concerning every person and 
every family in the United States. 
The questions that will be asked call 
for the name of every person residing 
in the United States on the first day 
of June, with their sex and age, and 
whether white, black, mulatto, quad- 
roon, octoroon, or Chinese, Japanese 
or Indian. Inquiry will be made also 
of every person a8 to whether they are 
single, married, widowed or divorced, 
and, if married, whether married dur- 
ing the census year, The place of birth 
of each person, aud the place of birth 
of the father and mother of each per- 
gon, will also be asked for, as well as 
a statement as to the profession, trade, 
or occupation followed and the nam- 
ber of months unemployed during the 
census year. For ali persons ten years 
age or over a return must be 
made by the enumerators as to 
the number able to read and write, 
and also the number who can speak 
Englisb. For those who cannot speak 
English the particulag language or dia- 
lect spoken by them will be ascer- 
tained. For children of school age, 
also, the number of months they at- 
tended school will be recorded by the 
census enumerators. In the case of 
mothers an inquiry will be made as to 
the number of children they have had, 
and the number of these children living 
atthe present time. This inquiry is 
to be made of all women who are or 
have been married, including all who 
are widows or have been divorced. 
Foreign-born males of adult age, that 
is, 21 years of age or over, will beasked 
as|to the numbor of years they have 
been in the United States, and whether 
they are naturalized or have taken out 


each family visited the question will 
be asked as to the number of persons 
in the family, and whether his home 
is owned or hired; also, if owned, 
whether the bome is free from mort- 
gage incambrance. If the head of the 
ng Se a farmer, similar inquiries 
will made concerning the owner- 
ship of the farm. In addition to these 
inguiries, ali of which are made 
on| the population schedule, the law 
under which the census is taken makes 
provision for special inquiries concern- 
ing such of the population as may be 
me@ntally or physically defective in 
apy respect—that is, imsane, feeble- 
minded, deaf, blind or crippled—or 
who may be temporarily disabled by 
sickness, disease or accident at the 
time of the enumerator’s visit. Cer- 
tain special inquiries will also be made 
concerning inmates of prisons, reform- 
atories and of charitable and benevo- 
lent institutions. Besides this, a 
statement will be called for concerning 
all persons who have died during the 
census year, giving the name, age, sex, 
oecupation, and cause of death. 

This official count of the people 
comes but once in ten years, and every 
family and ev person should con- 
sider it to be their duty to af#wer the 
questions of the census enumerators 
willingly and promptly, so that detfi- 
nite and accurate information may be 
gained concerning the 65,000,000 peo- 
ple living within the bounds of this 
great country.

—Many vegetables boil very nearly 
tasteless in soft water. The addition of 
salt often causes the vegetables to re- 
tain their peculiar flavoring principles, 
besides much nutritive matter which 
might be lost in soft water. Thus it ap- 
pears that salt hardens the water toa 
degree. For extracting the juice of 
meatto make a broth or soup, soft 
water, unsalted and cold at first, is best, 
since it much more readily penetrates 
the tissues; but for boiling meat when 
the juice should be retained, use hard 
water or soft water salted, put it over 
the meat boiling hot so as to seal up the 
pores at once.—The Housekeeper.

DISEASE IN SLEEPING CARS. 


Why Plush And Velvet Must Give 
Place to Smooth Leather. 

Dr. 1. W. Whittaker writes the Amer- 
ican Lancet as follows; The plusb, 
velvet, and silk hangings must go. 
Seats must be covered with smooth 
leather that can be washed off, carpets 
give place to rugs, to be shaken in the 
open air at the end of every trip— 
better still, abolished for hard wood 
floors; the curtain abomination nrust 
make way for scenes of wood or leather, 
the blankets of invalids’ beds be sub- 
jected to steam ata high temperature, 
mattresses covered with oiled silk, or 
rubber cloth that may be washed off, 
and, aboveall things, invalids provided 
with seperate compartments shut off 
from the rest of the car, with the same 
care which istakeo to exclude the far 
less Offepeive or dangerous smoke of 
tobaceo, cuspidors half filled with 
water, and consumptive travelers pro- 
vided with sputum cups which may 
be emptied from the car. It is not 
necessary to say here that the sole and 
only danger lies inthe sputum. The 
destruction of the sputum abolishes 
tLe disease. When the patient learns 
that he protects himself in this way as 
much as others—protects himself from 
the anto-infection, from the infection 
of the sound part of his own lungs—he 
will not protest against such meas- 
ures.
